251 Officers, 178 Serjeant, 2578 Rank and File, wounded. 
T'he French Garrison was commanded by General Philipe 
pen, and consisted of 5000 men ; 1200 of whom were killed, 
and the remainder made prisoners of war.

Several flags of truce had arrived from France, but their

They were generally believed to bring no pacific overtures.
